OR THE THIRD time in his ca- 

reer, Dusty Rhodes has fulfilled 
the American dream and captured 
the NWA World heavyweight 
championship. 

Rhodes defeated Ric Flair in a 
steel cage on July 26 in Greens- 
boro, North Carolina, on the main 
event on the 13th card in the Great 
American Bash series. The match, 
as expected, was a classic. Each 
wrestler appeared to have the 
match won on numerous occa- 
sions, but a decision still hadn't 
been reached after 22 minutes of 
action. Both wrestlers were tired 
and bleeding. Flair, especially, 
was showing the strain of his 12 
previous title defenses during the 
Bash. Finally, Dusty executed a se- 
ries of elbowsmashes and small 
packaged Flair for the pin, much 
to the astonishment and ecstasy of 
the large crowd. 

Thus, Ric Flair’s third title reign 
ended after two years, two 
months, and two days. Dusty had 
originally won the title on August 
21, 1979, when he defeated Harley 
Race. He beat Race again on June 
21, 1981, to begin his second title 
reign. 

Rhodes was mobbed by Baby

Doll, Magnum T.A., The Road War- 
riors, and The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express 
as he paraded around the ring 
with the belt immediately after his 
victory. Later, he spent over an 
hour speaking with reporters in 
the dressing room. The victory 
party lasted late into the night and 
attracted a virtual who’s who of 
wrestling celebrities. 

In the loser’s dressing room, 
however, Flair was his usual cocky 
self and declared that he would 
regain the title within a month. 
“August 31 is the target date,” said 
Flair, “although I’d like to win it 
back as fast as possible. There’s 


no way that a fat, old, overweight, 
untalented thing like Dusty Rhodes 
can keep the title for more than a 
few days. In fact, I’d like to say, 
for the record, that Dusty won't get 
past his first title defense.” 

As it tumed out, Flair was wrong 
on that account. The following 
evening in Dallas, Rhodes pinned 
Flair for the second straight time. 
Afterward, Flair was far more silent 
than he was the night before and 
it’s apparent to me that the ex- 
champion will have to regroup 
and perhaps change his strategy if 
he has any hopes of regaining the 
belt. 

Four days earlier in Tampa, Flor- 
ida, Lex Lugar lost his Southern ti- 
tle to The Masked Superstar. Ac- 
cording to my sources, Lugar’s 
foot was caught in the ring ropes 
and Superstar put a weapon in his 
mask and headbutted the champ, 
leading to the pin. Observers in 
Tampa say that there should have 
been a disqualification, but there’s 
no tape of the incident because of 
a stipulation in Superstar’s contract 
that stated that his title matches 
cannot be filmed. But I have been 
told that Bob Roop, Lugar’s manag- 
er, secretly taped the match. _

suited for a number of jobs. But not 
the kind of man who could get into 
the lifestyle of a 9-to-S’er, the young 
man accepted the type of job that 
wouldn’t make too many mothers 
proud: bounty hunter. His assignment: 
Travel to Mexico and track down a 
young woman who had been charged 
with murder, skipped bail, and fled the 
country. 

When the young man arrived in 
Mexico, he followed a couple of leads, 
busted a few heads, and finally tracked 
down the accused murderer in a small 
town about 150 miles south of the 
U.S. border. The bounty hunter, how- 
» ever, had to be careful. The woman 
was armed and dangerous, and had 
already killed a man. Certainly, she 
wouldn’t stop short of wasting a boun- 
ty hunter. 

The entire matter was complicated 
further when it was discovered that the 
fugitive was the girlfriend of the local 
mayor. And down in Mexico, where 
justice is discretionary and outsiders 
just don’t mess with the law, the girl 
appeared to be in safe hands.

abduct the girl, and in the middle of 
the night he grabbed her and sped off 
toward the border. 

Unfortunately for the bounty hunt- 
er, the mayor was supposed to rendez- 
vous with the girl that night, and on 
his way to her room, he saw the boun- 
ty hunter driving off. Immediately, he 
summoned every police car under his 
command and quickly set up road- 
blocks along all the outlying roads. 

But the brave bounty hunter crashed 
through two roadblocks. At the second 
roadblock, however, the police opened 
fire and struck the murderer in the 
head, killing her instantly. The bounty 
hunter drove five miles farther and 
then ditched the car and took off on 
foot. Finally, after spending two days 
as a fugitive, he was captured and put 
in jail. 

Word of the bounty hunter’s plight 
filtered back to the United States gov- 
ernment and the situation was investi- 
gated.

Monster Factory” the following day, 
he didn’t even have a chance to tell the 
man at the front desk that Sam had 
sent him. The clerk grabbed Bigelow 
and dragged him into the main office, 
where Larry Sharpe was sitting at a 
desk, talking on the telephone. When 
Sharpe looked at Bigelow, he dropped 
the phone, stood up, and said, “Don’t 
say another word. I’m willing to train 
you for free if you'll let me manage 
you as a pro.” Naturally, Bigelow was 
not in a position to reject such an 
offer. 

‘He was a natural,’’ said Sharpe. 
“Really, he had everything I look for 
in a wrestler: size, strength, and that 
look in his eye that said that he was 
hungry. Then we tested him for speed 
and I couldn’t believe my eyes. This 
huge guy ran the 100-yard dash in 11 
seconds. I know some guys half his 
size who can’t do that.” 

Bigelow developed quickly and be- 
fore long could beat any man ‘in the 
school. On August 23, 1985, Bigelow 
made his professional debut at New 
York’s famous Studio 54, where he 
pinned four opponents in only 12 
minutes.

It’s hard to miss Bam Bam Bigelow. 
After all, how many wrestlers have a 
tatoo of a fireball covering their bald 
head? And how many wrestlers carry 
around a can of red spray paint to use 
on their beaten opponents (“‘It’s just to 
show that theyre a bunch of 
rednecks,” says Sharpe)? 

Bigelow is amazingly versatile. His 
big move is a dive off the top ropes 
called the ‘“‘nuclear splash.’ He also 
has a surprising array of aerial maneu- 
vers for a man of his size and can 
devastate an opponent with a series of 
dropkicks. Currently, Bigelow is wres- 
tling in the Mid-Southern area and 
feuding with Jerry Lawler (“Just the 
kind of guy Bam Bam would go after 
in his bounty hunting days,’’ insists 
Sharpe, with no further explanation). 

Lawler might be messing with the 
wrong person. Bam Bam Bigelow is a 
man who made a living risking his life 
and managed to take on an entire po- 
lice force. After spending six months in 
jail, he learned how to deal with the 
scum of the earth,

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EDDIE GILBERT 


HE PAST FEW months have not been easy for Eddie Gilbert. The controversial 
manager of The Blade Runners and Kortsia Korchenko is now left with only one wrestler 
in his stable. Korchenko recently returned to the Soviet Union and Rock of The Blade Runners 
left the UWF area. At this point, only Sting has remained at Gilbert’s side. 

In reality, Gilbert bears sole reponsiblity for his current state of affairs. When Gilbert publicly 
embarrassed Bill Watts on television, the UWF President came out of retirement and began a 
personal crusade. Not surprisingly, Watts takes sole responsibility for the departure of Rock and 
Korchenko and now is working on Sting and Gilbert. 

Naturally, Gilbert does not see things the same way. He claims that Korchenko and Rock left 
the area because they feared unfair treatment by Watts and would be denied title shots. So, with 
Korchenko and Rock gone, Gilbert has enlisted The Freebirds to help in his battle against Watts. 
Recently, in a match between Gilbert and Watts, The Freebirds entered the ring and battered the 

president. 

There’s also a family angle to this messy situation. Tommy Gilbert, the number one referee in 
the area, told Watts that he wanted to resign because of Eddie’s behavior. Watts refused to ac- 
cept the resignation, and told Tommy that he was going to teach Eddie a lesson. To this, Tommy 
responded, “‘Maybe you can whip some sense into my son ’cause I can’t do it anymore.” 

In this question and answer session with Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum, Gilbert discusses 
his current state of affairs and elaborates on his relationship with his father. He also talks about 

his plans for taking on new wrestlers. 


A: ’m not implying anything, I’m 
telling you flat out that it’s impos- 
sible for the president of the UWF 
to do his job and feud with the 
wrestlers at the same time. Why do 
you think The Freebirds ran into 
the ring that night and attacked 
Watts? Look at the situation. 
Watts had just signed The Free- 
birds to a $1 million contract and 
still couldn’t win their respect. Mi- 
chael Hayes, Terry Gordy, and 
Buddy Roberts knew what was go- 
ing on, and look at Terry. He’s the 
UWF champion, so he had the 
most to lose, but he realized that 
Watts wasn’t doing his job. 

Q: But really, Watts didn’t have any 
choice in the matter. I mean, you 
challenged him, so what did you 
want him to do? 

A: Actually, I was testing him. I knew 
that he was a former wrestler and 
that if challenged, he’d act like a 
wrestler, not an official. You'll no- 
tice that he didn’t even try to fine 
or suspend me, which would have 
been the natural thing for a presi- 
dent to do. Look at [NWA presi- 
dent Bob] Giegel. When Magnum 
T.A. hit him, Geigel took his U.S. 
title away. He didn’t challenge him 
to a match. Really, this shows 
what kind of president Bill Watts 
really is.

HE REFRAIN THAT has ac- 
cented Jim Garvin’s career is the 
phrase: “It’s not my fault!” 

How can anything be his fault? 
Why, he has no faults. Just ask him. 

Garvin’s career goes back to the ear- 
ly ’70s when, in what will come as a 
surprise to many fans, Garvin began 
his pro activities as a manager! In 1974 
he led his brothers Ronnie and Terry 
to the Georgia tag team belts, then left 
them to pursue a solo career. 

His career began to bloom in Flori- 
da, where he wrestled under the tute- 
lage of Dusty Rhodes and became a 
fan favorite. He earned several title 
matches against then-NWA World 
champion Harley Race, and teamed 
regularly with Mike Graham. 

Garvin earned the hatred of the fans 
when he signed a big-money contract 
to wrestle for J.J. Dillon in Florida. 
Teaming with John Studd, Garvin cap- 
tured the Global tag team title, and 
held two belts simultaneously when he 
captured the Southern heavyweight title 
from Sweet Brown Sugar. 

As a gift for his success, Dillon 
hired a valet for Garvin by the name 
of Precious, though it was not the Pre- 
cious who valets for him today, Argu- 
ably one of the most beautiful women 
to ever grace a wrestling ring, the origi- 
nal Precious seemed to be a big dis- 
traction, and Garvin lost the Southern 
belt to Dusty Rhodes! 

With a new valet—Sunshine (yes, 
the same Sunshine who currently man- 
ages and advises wrestlers in the World 
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Jim Garvin (center)

started his career in the early 1970s as the manager of his brothers, 


Terry (left) and Ronnie (right). Jim led his brothers to the Georgia tag team title in 1974. 


Class area)—Garvin went on to Texas, 
feuded with the Von Erichs, and solidi- 
fied his friendship with The Fabulous 
Freebirds. 

It was in Texas that Garvin hired a 
second valet, the woman we know to- 
day as Precious. Surely a man of Gar- 
vin’s experience should have known 
that the two valets would never get 
along. They didn’t. And, eventually, a 
major feud erupted between Garvin 
and Chris Adams, with Precious and 
Sunshine their respective yalets, 

From Texas, Garvin went to the 
AWA where he joined forces with 
Steve Regal to dethrone The Road 
Warriors for the AWA World tag 
team belts. After a reign that lasted 
Jrom September 1985 through January 
1986, Garvin and Regal lost the belts 
to Scott Hall and Curt Hennig, then 


Split up to pursue singles matches. 

Garvin’s path brought him out of 
the AWA and into the World Champi- 
onship area, where he is currently 
feuding with Wahoo McDaniel in a 
series of Indian strap matches during 
the Great American Bash series of 
cards, 

Steve Regal is also in the World 
Championship area, and it will be in- 
teresting to see if the two renew their 
successful team. Garvin’s brother Ron- 
nie also wrestles in that area—a fan 
favorite to  Jim’s — rulebreaker 
tendancies. Will there be a brother vs. 
brother feud in the near future? Stay 
tuned. 

Meanwhile, The Wrestler salutes Jim 
Garvin with this brief pictorial look at 
some of his most memorable career 
highlights.

Blame it on the incompatibil- 
ity of great men. Blame it on Mars 
rising in Jupiter’s shadow or on 
the nuclear fallout from 
Chernobyl, but don’t blame the 
surging feud between Hulk Hogan 
and Paul Orndorff on the Phone 
Call. 


Everyone in the know has 


traced the rapid disintegration of 
the Orndorff-Hogan friendship to 
the now infamous Phone Call. 
The call—placed by Orndorff to 
Hogan at the gym—was refused 


by the WWF champ (who claimed 
he was too busy working out to 
be disturbed) and is being hailed 
as the cataclysmic event, the wa- 
tershed, when the ruination of one 
of wrestling’s greatest alliances 
began. 

The grist mill has it that Orn- 
dorff was so shamed by the na- 
tionally televised rebuke that he 
had no choice but to retaliate 
weeks later by piledriving Hogan 
after their match against King 
Kong Bundy and Big John Studd. 
The truth, bitter to those who 
have watched the WWF's two fa- 
vorite giants battle evil these past 
18 months, is that the Hogan-Orn- 
dorff friendship, formed in the tu- 
multuous wake of WrestleMania 
1, was doomed from the start.

The Phone Call merely infected 
an already gaping wound. Had it 
never occurred, there would have 
been some other, equally innocu- 
ous event to trigger the feud. 
The September 1985 issue of 
Sports Review Wrestling posed to 
readers the question: ‘Can Hulk 
Hogan Trust Paul Orndorff?” After 
months of obsessive feuding be- 
tween Roddy Piper, Bob Orton, 
Orndorff and Hogan, Mr. T, and 
Jimmy Snuka, WrestleMania 1’s 
improbable finish left Piper and 
Orton abandoning Orndorff while 
Hogan and Mr. T looked on 


_ sympathetically. 


It was a friendship borne of mo- 
mentum. In coming days, Piper 
would blame Orndorff for the em- 
barrassing defeat, calling him 
“Mr. Blunderful” before a nation- 
wide audience. The two men 
came to blows during a live seg- 
ment of “Piper’s Pit,” and when 
Orton joined the fracas, Hogan 
and Mr. T rushed to Orndorff’s 
rescue. The screaming crowd gal- 
vanized the friendship between 
Orndorff and Hogan, forcing their 
hands together in uneasy bond-

N THE MORNING of July 4, 

1986, Mike Von Erich got out 
of bed at 8 o'clock, just like any 
other day, quickly showered and 
got dressed, then made the short 
drive across town to have breakfast 
with the rest of his family. When 
he arrived, his mother Doris and 
father Fritz were already at the ta- 
ble, along with brothers Kerry, 
Chris, and Kevin, and cousin 
Lance, 

This was a special day in the 
Von Erich household. It was the 
first time that they had all been 
together since Kerry returned from 
the hospital after his near-fatal mo- 
torcycle accident on .June 4. And 
that evening, in Reunion Arena, 
Mike would wrestle for the first 
time since he was felled by toxic 
shock syndrome last October. 

After the entire family exchanged 


greetings, Mike sat down and Fritz 
said grace. Certainly, despite the 
great tragedies that had befallen 
them, the Von Erich family has re- 
tained its faith. Almost 25 years 
ago, brother Jack died when he ac- 
cidentally electrocuted himself, and 
in 1984, David was found dead of 
acute enteritis in his hotel room in 
Japan. But the Von Erichs have 
their tender mercies to be thankful 
for. Mike could well have died from 
toxic shock syndrome and Kerry 
was, indeed, lucky to be alive. 

As breakfast was served, the dis- 
cussion turned to the events of that 
evening. This was to be the first 
time that Kevin, Lance, and Mike 
were wrestling together, and ironi- 
cally they were defending the World 
Class six-man tag team champion- 
ship against Matt Borne, Buzz Saw- 
yer, and Butch Reed. 


At this point it no longer 
mattered that only one of the three 
of them had been involved in the 
match in which Lance, Kerry, and 
Steve Simpson had won the title 
from The Freebirds. (Kevin, though 
injured and substituted for by Steve 
Simpson, was still given a share of 
the championship; Mike had re- 
placed Kerry after the motorcycle 
accident). 

“| think we'll be okay,’’ said 
Mike, ‘‘but we'll have to tag out 
quickly. | haven’t wrestled in ages 
and Kevin still isn’t one hundred 
percent, so Lance might have to 
carry most of the load.”’ 

“That's fine with me, Mike,” 
said Lance, ‘‘as long as the doctors 
say you're ready to wrestle. Re- 
member, if you’re not feeling up to 
it, | don’t want you to play hero.’’

Ain’t that tuff enough .. . 

The music box was the property of 
Michael Hayes, chief beak of The Fab- 
ulous Freebirds, and one who fancies 
himself as something of a crooner in 
the world of heavy metal rock ’n’ roll. 
On this occasion, Hayes’ voice would 
have overshadowed the construction 
going on nearby in downtown Hous- 
ton, although the clang of jackham- 
mers and bulldozers would not have 
sounded nearly as bad. Perhaps it was 
the Jack Daniels. 

As Bob Dylan sang recently, We 
weren’t on the wrong side/We were 
the wrong side. And so it is with these 
Freebirds. Hayes belting out choruses 
in between liver-shivering gulps of 
whiskey. Buddy Roberts answering the 
musical question by smashing both 
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Should Rick Morton Leave The Rock ’n’ Roll Express? 


Back in the September 1986 edition of The Wrestler, a ballot was run 
giving fans the opportunity to answer the question posed above. Three 
possible answers were provided along with additional space for comments. 

ANSWER #1: Yes, Rick Morton should devote his entire career to 
wrestling solo. 

ANSWER #2: Morton and Gibson should split their time between singles 
and tag team matches. 

ANSWER #3: The Rock 'n’ Roll Express should wrestle exclusively tag 
team matches. 

By far, the greatest percentage of you voted with choice number two. 
Indeed, fully 78 percent of you felt that by splitting their time between 
singles and tag team matches, Morton and Gibson would in fact become 
better wrestlers for it. The following response, from Ann Callinder of 
Greensboro, North Carolina, was typical of the comments included with 
these votes: 

Let's face it: The Rock 'n’ Roll Express are the greatest tag team in the 
history of the sport. But they are also great singles wrestlers, as Rick is 
proving in his challenges to Ric Flair. Flair’s done everything possible to 
eliminate Rick, and it hasn't worked. Rick is stronger than ever, and more 
determined than ever to defeat Flair. There have been other examples in 
wrestling history of one man holding a major singles and tag team title 
simultaneously. If anyone can hold the NWA World belt and World tag 
team belts, it’s certainly not The Four Horsemen—it’s the Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express! 

The second largest number of votes, 13 percent, went for the third 
choice and said that The Rock ’n’ Roll Express should wrestle exclusively 
tag team matches. The first choice, that Rick Morton should wrestle exclu- 
sively singles matches, received eight percent of the vote. One percent of 
the ballots snidely suggested that' The Rock ’n’ Roll Express should both 


quit the sport forever. 


fists hard into his own temple. 

Music, rock music was the order of 
the day. While The Freebirds enhanced 
their legends in their own dressing 
room, Ricky Morton and Robert Gib- 
son dropped a Bruce Springsteen 
tape—that Bruce Springsteen tape— 
into a casette deck and began some 
light calisthentics. 

Got in a little hometown jam .. . 

Is it-possible not to look silly doing 
leg splits in a bandana and a face 
mask? If you’re Ricky Morton and 
you count your fans with the same 
calculator Springsteen does, then look- 
ing silly is not in your repertoire. As 
Morton stretched his thighs, Gibson 
turned the music down and spoke to 
the reporters who have become as 
much a fixture around The Rock ’n’ 
Roll Express as the furniture in the 
dressing room. 

“This is a good match for us,” he 
said. “It’s good to get away from The 
Midnight Express and the Koloffs. 
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We’ve been wrestling them so much 
we've forgotten there are other teams 
in the country. And especially since 
Ricky and I have doing so many sin- 
gles matches lately, it’ll do us good to 
get in as a team and mix it up with 
The Freebirds.”’ 

Back in Birdland, Michael Hayes 
spoke over the music about the im- 
pending match. “I HATE THOSE 
CANDY-ASSED PUKE BALLS!” he 
screeched. Hayes belched and tossed a 
full beer can at the music box, silenc- 
ing it. There are those who see similar- 
ities between The Freebirds and The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express. Those people 
should undergo comprehensive medical 
examinations. 

“Morton, Gibson, the Von Erichs— 
I hate all of those good-lookin’ fairy 
boys,’’ Hayes raged. “The promoters 
love ’em ’cause their queer boy looks 
attract all the young girls and make 
"em money. So they instruct the refer- 
ees to look the other way when they

break the rules. But let me or one of 
the boys mess around. Man, they say 
disqualification so fast, you’d think it 
was a two letter word. 


“Tonight me and Buddy are each 
gonna take one of those little creeps 
and twist them till their components 
burst. No more rock ’n’ roll! The 
Freebirds are the original rock ’n’ 
rollers! We play the music, man. We 
are the music! Those guys are refugees 
from a shopping mall. They got about 
as much integrity as one of the Von 
Erichs. I’d rather trust an eel than one 
of those suckers.” 

Tonight Terry “Bamm-Bamm” 
Gordy would not be joining his col- 
leagues, as he was scheduled to defend 


his UWF title against Steve Williams. 
He appeared disappointed in missing 
out on the festivities. 

“They won’t even let me at ring- 
side,’ Gordy lamented. ‘They say I 
might interfere.’ The accusation 
caused Gordy’s neanderthal counte- 
nance to light up, and soon the three 
Freebirds were laughing madly, like 
caged lunatics in an asylum. 

The match held few surprises, 
though one of them was the tentative 
pace set early by The Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express, to whom slow has historically 
meant five instead of 15 turns faster 
than anyone else. Morton was stunned 
early by a Roberts’ forearm and ap- 
peared in trouble when he tagged off 


to his teammate. 

Gibson leveled Roberts with a stun- 
ning dropkick and then performed an 
encore for Hayes’ benefit. With both 
Freebirds* out of the ring, the crowd 
rose to its feet and gave Gibson a 
standing ovation. Hayes and Roberts 
bristled with embarrassment and con- 
ferred madly in the corner. With their 
feathers plucked, the two resorted to 
the tactics that made them infamous. 

Hayes pulled Morton’s hair and 
dragged him into the corner. There the 
two Freebirds administered the first of 
several double-teams they would apply 
to Gibson and Morton, tactics that 
eventually cost them the match. 

The Rock ’n’ Roll Express rallied, 
weakening Hayes with a drop-kicking 
assault. Morton had Hayes’ arms pin- 
ioned to the mat when Roberts rushed 
in and kicked him off. Then Hayes 
and Roberts grabbed Morton by the 
facemask and hurled him over the top 
rope, an act for which they were 
promptly disqualified. Although they 
protested vehemently, the decision re- 
mained. Afterward, in their dressing 
room, the ’Birds chirped a familiar re- 
frain. “Once again we wuz robbed,” 
cried Hayes, drowning his sorrows in a 
bottle of champagne, vintage 1985. 
“From now on we take only no-dis- 
qualification matches. It’s the only way 
we'll ever get a fair shake.” 

Since no-DQ matches are usually re- 
served for championship matches, it’s 
doubtful The Freebirds will be able to 
request such a clause. Their lifestyles 
demand a certain income that can only 
be obtained by wrestling often and suc- 
cessfully, so they are in no position to 
force the issue. 

And, as Ricky Morton warned after 
the match, “if those guys maintain 
their disregard for the rules, then some 
team is gonna end their careers. We'll 
only be too happy to put a stop to 
their disgusting ignorance and disre- 
spect. The fans deserve better for their 
time and money then to see those slob- 
bering drunken idiots make fools of 
themselves. 

“Oh, yeah. Let us at them. Robby 
and I will be only too happy to end 
their careers.” |

Blackjack Mulligan was 
unaware of the outcome, and want- SS (iy st <i 
ed to watch his son wrestle, but (oot a 
.Solie abruptly announced that the 
tape was missing. Sure enough, the 
tape was now in Mulligan’s hands 
and the note revealed the identity 
of the culprit. 
Blackjack Mulligan was no longer 
tired. As he removed the tape from 
its protective casing, his face 
swelled with anger and his hands 
shook in anticipation of what it 
would show. He sat down to watch 
and proceeded to view a nightmare: 
Kendall Windham, his youngest 
son, losing the Florida title to Bass. 
At first, Mulligan thought that 
Bass had sent the wrong tape. Ken- 
dall was completely in contro! of 
the match from the start and ap- 
peared to have Bass at his mercy. 
Mulligan watched with pride as the 
oversized Bass was outsmarted and 
outwrestled by his much smaller 
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opponent. 

But just as Kendall prepared to 
put the finishing touches on his lat- 
est title defense, Bass deftly avoid- 
ed a flying bodyblock. A careless 
maneuver, ‘Mulligan thought, but 
carelessness is in Kendall’s blood. 
Instead of connecting with Bass, 
Windham knocked the referee un- 
conscious and then fell out of the 
ring. 

Mulligan prepared himself for the 
worst. He sat motionless and 
watched as Ed ‘‘The Bull’’ Gantner 
ran out of the dressing room, 
picked up Kendall, and rammed 
his head into the outer ringpost. A 
large gash was opened over Wind- 
ham’s left eye and blood began to 
pour off his face. Blackjack Mulli- 
gan had been in similar situations 
before, but to watch it happen to 
his son was a different story. 

Gantner continued to work on 
Windham’s left eye, then tossed 
him back into the ring, where Bass 
finished off the job. Eventually, the 
referee recovered and stopped the 
match, fearing that Windham’s left 
eye would be damaged permanent- 
ly. Bass was given the belt and 
Kendall staggered off to the dress- 
ing room. 

Blackjack Mulligan switched off 
his television and sat slumped in 
his chair, unable to speak. The hor- 
ror was etched plainly on his face. 
He thought about phoning Kendall 
but had second thoughts. His son 
had been humiliated enough, and 
obviously was not ready to face his 
father. Windham pride runs deep, 
and Bass was threatening to de- 
stroy the entire family. 

Wasn’t it only months ago that 
Ron Bass returned to the Florida 
area and injured Mulligan’s older 
son, Barry?

That rivalry peaked when Bass 
humiliated Windham by placing a 
saddle on his back and rode him 
around the ring. Soon after that in- 
cident, Bass left Florida for the 
Mid-Atlantic area, but he recently 
returned, vowing to win every major 
title. He won the Bahamas title 
from Tyree Pride, but held it for 
only a few weeks. Now, he has the 
Florida belt and is taking dead aim 
at Lex Lugar’s Southern title. 

Try as he might, however, Bass 
cannot take his mind off the Wind- 
hams. For reasons only he knows, 
Bass has a natural hatred for the 
family and is dead set on destroy- 
ing every member. Can there be 
any doubt that Kendall and Barry 
must always look over their shoul- 


ders as long as Bass is in the area? 
And can there be any doubt that 
only Blackjack Mulligan can stop 
Ron Bass, Windham-buster? 
“He's getting me angry,” said 
Mulligan in an exclusive telephone 
conversation with The Wrestler.

T DIDN'T SURPRISE me to hear 
that Bill Watts had returned to 
the ring down in the UWF and was 
fighting a one-man battle againt Ed- 
die Gilbert and friends. Having 
known Watts for the better part of 
25 years, very little the man ever 
did has surprised me. Watts always 
acted on impulse and, as UWF 
president, it probably hasn't oc- 
curred to him that he shouldn't be 
wrestling those he presides over. 
Then again, Watts is a real man 
in a real man’s sense. I'd be willing 
to bet my '56 Olivetti that he 
doesn’t have a pair of white loafers 
in his entire wardrobe and has nev- 
er worn those knee-length Hawai- 
ian bathing suits that individuals 
who call themselves men parade 
around in. When you walked into a 
bar, or anywhere, with Bill Watts, 
you were proud to be with him. 
Watts never fooled around with 
anybody and always shot straight 
from the hip. Whoever made him 
president of the UWF should have 
realized that Watts wasn’t going to 
deal with disciplinary matters by sit-

ting behind a desk. The real Bill 
Watts, the Watts I've always 
known, doles out fines and suspen- 
sions with an iron fist, not pen and 


paper. 


That’s why I also wasn’t surprised 
to learn that Gilbert’s stable was 
rapidly disappearing, thanks to 
Watts. From the news I’ve gath- 
ered, Rock of the Blade Runners 


has left the area and Kortsia 
Korchenko, another of those Rus- 
sian behemoths, fled back to Sibe- 
ria, Now, Rock is the only wrestler 
left under Gilbert's command and, 
apparently, The Freebirds have also 
joined the war against Watts. This 
could be the biggest mistake 
they've ever made. 

From what I can tell, Watts has 
no intention of going after any ti- 
tles. One of my sources down .in 
Houston reports that Watts’ champi- 
onship days are long over and that 
as soon as the Gilbert incident is 
settled, he'll retire his wrestling 
tights for the upteenth time. I’m 
sure, however, that Watts is not 
nearly the athlete he used to be 
and it’s a shame that the young 


fans down in the UWF area 
couldn’t have seen him in his 
heyday. 


Back in 1964, Watts and Bruno 
Sammartino formed a tag team that 
consistently packed Madison Square 
Garden and other arenas around 
the country. That alliance turned 
into a feud when Sammartino acci- 
dentally dropkicked his partner and 
Watts refused to forgive him. The 
Cowboy then became one of the 
most hated rulebreakers in the 


land.

By this time, Watts is in complete control. After doubling Graham over with another elbow 
(above left), Watts straightens him right up with an extraordinary kneelift (above right). 


While a fan favorite, Watts wres- 
tled “Crazy” Luke Graham in one 
of the finest matches I ever wit- 
nessed at the old Madison Square 
Garden. I'll never forget that night. 
The date was March 11, 1964. The 
crowd was almost 19,000, the larg- 
est of the year. Five thousand fans 
were turned away, and traffic on 
8th Avenue was held up for nearly 
two hours. That's the way it used to 
be at the Garden, before the WWF 
became the circus it is today. 

The main event saw Sammartino 
stop Dr. Jerry Graham in 8:23, but 
the Watts-Crazy Luke match in- 
trigued me for a number of rea- 
sons. Watts always played second 
fiddle in his partnership with Sam- 
martino and Luke always lived in 
the shadow of his older brother. It 
was interesting that they were on 
the same card with Bruno vs. Jerry 
and this gave the two “second- 
stringers” a chance to prove their 
worth. Also, I realized that both 
men were supremely talented and 
the match figured to be as exciting 
as the main event. 

Graham proved to be a formida- 
ble opponent, as expected, but 
Watts took control with a bearhug 
midway through the match and 
never lost his edge. After punishing 
Graham for the better part of the 
match, Watts scored the pin at 
12:52. I remember the look in 
Watts’ eyes after his victory was 
made official. He seemed to be star- 
ing at the fans, saying, “Look ev- 
erybody, I'm every bit as good as 
your hero Bruno.” 

Time has matured Bill Watts, but 
very little has changed about the 
man. The bitterness has left, but 
he’s still the same tough guy I saw 
that night at the Garden. | think I 
could have told Eddie Gilbert a few 
things about Watts, but some of 
these young geniuses never stop to 
ask for advice. I would have told 
Gilbert that this “old man” he was 
dealing with was tough as nails and 
taking him on was a big mistake. 
Instead, Gilbert learned that the

Or such things as Kong Kong Bundy ranked at 
446 pounds, where the WWF announces him at 468 pounds, 
Well, in the specific case of Koloff, that’s simply a glitch in 
our computer typesetting system (and our human proofread- 
ing system!). As far as Bundy, well, we suppose it does seem 
as if he’s gained a few pounds lately, so we're correcting that 
as well. Occasionally, we have to update weights and places, 
depending on the physique of a wrestler, or whether he’s 
made a big move from one home to another. Adrian Adonis 
has put on a few pounds lately, for example, and that’s been 
reflected in the ratings. We've made about a dozen updates 
in various areas this month, cleaning up some inconsisten- 
cies and errors. We always welcome your letters pointing out 
such mistakes to us (even when we have Tully Blanchard’s 
home town noted as Moscow!).

age. It looked great. It made fan- 
tastic copy. But it was a moment 


basked in illusion. There was 
nothing behind that handshake; it 
was not strengthened by shared 
philosophies or common goals, 
more a response to the actions of 
common enemies than anything 
else. 

This one, like most wrestling 
feuds, is a story of conflicting and 
clashing egos. It is no great se- 
cret that both musclemen are nar- 
cissistic to the point of vainglory— 
neither willing to accept anything 
less than center stage. To their 
credit, and to the surprise of wres- 
tling pundits everywhere, both Ho- 
gan and Orndorff adjusted their 
psyches, spreading the spotlight 
equally between them. 

But back then it was easy. The 
threat of Roddy Piper loomed 
larger than life and supplied Orn- 
dorff and Hogan with a mutual 
target, one able to absorb all their 
past differences and convince the 
big men that theirs was a match 
made in the stars. After Wrestle- 
Mania 1, Piper began a slow re- 
treat, concentrating more on talk- 
ing from his Pit than grappling in 
the ring. As the Scotsman’s chal- 
lenge and the momentum of 
WrestleMania _ inevitably waned, 
the WWF returned to conventional 
form, with Hogan as its top gun, 
headlining cards in big city arenas 
while his tag team partner and 
“friend” Orndorff was either rele-

gated to the undercard or the 
main event in school auditoriums 
and barns throughout the tiring 
and glitterless small town circuit. 

Orndorff never missed a date, 
never allowed his injured pride to 
interfere with his professional obli- 
gations. After all, nothing had 
been promised. There were no 
guarantees. Orndorff had cast his 
lot and he had only himself to 
blame. Right? 

“Wrong! Dead wrong, brudda!” 
The speaker is “Superfly” Jimmy 
Snuka, formerly of the WWF and 
an unwilling expert on the politics 
that dominate the Federation. 
“You see, man, that is how they 
get you. You’re not promised any- 
thing on paper, but by the way 
they talk to you, you think that 
you’re gonna get all kinds of title 
matches. Even though you know 
that they’ll never match two fan 
favorites together, you begin to 


believe that you'll be the 
exception.” 
Snuka believed for several 


years, paying his dues on the 
same farm circuit treadmill that 
Orndorff is now on before he left 
the WWF in disgust. 

“In the end it was all lies,’ he 
says. “They treat Hogan as if he 
were the only star. He gets all the

glory. And | liked Hogan. He’s not 
a bad man. He doesn’t mean to 
step all over people. That’s the 
way it is, though. That’s the way 
it’s always been. 

“| Know what Orndorff went 


‘through. In any other alliance he’s 


a superstar, a champion. In the 
WWF he’s just another chump. 
After a while you begin blaming 
all of your problems on Hogan. 
He’s out there. He’s visible. You 
know if you can get to him you 
can have all his fame, all his 
glory. 

“| figured Orndorff was ready to 
explode for a while now. It just 
took something silly, anything, like 
that phone call to tick him off. Ho- 
gan better watch out. Orndorff is 
a tough man. The man is mean. 
The man can fight. The man can 
wrestle. Hogan can only fight.” 

Orndorff didn’t necessarily want 
this showdown with Hogan. Mr. 
Wonderful would prefer the sim- 
pler route of being rewarded for 
having done his job well. Instead 
he tired of battling the machine 
style politics of the WWF, tired of 
the senseless charade he had 
been performing for the past year. 

A cautious man by nature, Orn- 


dorff did not act impulsively when 
he  clotheslined Hogan and 
piledrived him into semiconscious- 
ness. They were the thoughtful 
actions of a desperate man, one 
driven to desperate measures in 
order to ensure his survival as a 
professional. The wrestling world 
breathlessly awaits the 
outcome. 0 
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| “You're a medical miracle,’ said

him. Loving, adoring fans poured 
their hearts out to this brave wres- 
tler and Mike was not about to dis- 
appoint. Finally, the match got un- 
derway and from the outset, it was 
apparent that challengers Borne, 
Reed, and Sawyer did not have a 
chance. 

The night belonged to the Von 
Erichs, and although Mike was 
shaky and a little off on his timing, 
he still displayed sparks of bril- 
liance. As expected, Lance did 
much of the wrestling, and in the 
end pinned Borne to successfully 
defend the championship. 

“It felt strange to be back,”’ ad- 


mitted Mike. ‘‘l was mostly wres- 
tling on instinct, because I’m not 
sharp, and | felt that my timing 
was off on my aerial maneuvers. 
Physically, though, | feel fine. It’s 
just a matter of fine tuning my 
game, but that will take some time.
